WOMÈN CONYICTS REVOLT 


They Have a Uvely Time In Kansa» 
and Use the Itatehet ll^itli 
iNrndiy JSiàìfeftt. 


LsAVfiSiWOBTH, Kan., De6.10.—A re- 
volt occurred yesterday morning in the 
women's ward of the Kansas peniten- 
tiaiy. One man was mortally wounded, 
and the matron and her assistant re- 
signed, aft^ peace had been restored^ 


On last Sunday af temo<»i, while thfe 
women were being escorted ffom the 
chapel to their cells, one of them be 
came very violent, and in her rage at- 
tempted to assault one of the guards. 
This was Mattie Brown, who was sent 
up from Topeka for three years for 
grand larceny. After her escapade Sun- 
day she was placed in a dark tJeil, and 
her companions made a demand on Mrs. 
Hanks« the matron, that she be released. 
This was refused, and the women ^ove 
the matron from the ward. 
They then 
secured two hatchets and began an as- 
sault on the cell door behind which the 
Brown woman was incarcerated. 


Captain 
Hanks, 
husband of the 
matron, heard the noisej ahd riished 
into the room where the infuriated 
women were striving to release their 
companion. No sooner had he opened 
the door than they turned upon him, 
and the two women with the hatchets 
struck him four times on the head. 
Hanks is a large, powerful man, and 
made a desperate fight, but while he 
was warding off the blows, other women 
caught his legs and threw him to the 
floor. Then one of the women, not 
satiBlied with the wounds already in- 
flicted, struck him with a hatchet on 
the right side of the head, severing the 
ear and splitting the skuU. The wound 
is pronounced fatal, and although Hanks 
is still living, he has been unconscious 
since the fight. 


One of the guards on the wall, attract- 
ed by the screams of Mrs. Hanks, dis- 
charged his gun and then a number of 
guards came rushing upon the scene. 
They found Captain Hanks on the floor, 
unconsciousatid the women' still be- 
laboring him. Mrs. Hanks and hei as- 
sistants resigned, refusing to remain 
with such murderou» women. The ring- 
l ^ e r s were placed in solitary oonflno- 
ment. 


A liOST 


Which disposed bf a miiionaire's 
JBstate, Found by a Boy. 


ST. PAUL, Dec. 10.—A ten-year old 
child named Godfrey, while playing on 
East Fourth street yesterday, found 
under the sidewalk a peculiarly sha^d 
box» the look of which had been forced. 
He took it to police headquarters and it 
was found to contain a number of valu- 
able documents, including the will of 
Thomas H. Harrison, a millionaire of 
Minneapolis, who died recentty. 


The box had been stolen from the 
Harrison residence by burglars. The 
will provides for the disposition of 
property valued at- upwards of one 
million dollars. 


Canadian Wreck. 


MONTREAII, Quebec, Deo. 10.—^A rail- 
way smash up occurred on the famous 
Victoria bridge last night. 
It was 
caused by the collision of two freight 
trains. About forty cars loaded with 
freight were partially or wholly destroy- 
ed, while the wreck at the western end 
of the bridge caught fire from the stove 
in the brakeman's van and burned up. 
Several of the train hands are reported 
seaiously injured. 


J>eath of Frank Weismantel. 


Mr. Fnmk Weismantel, formerly fore- 
man at Eckart's cigar factory, died this 
noon of consumption and dropsy at his 
home, 104 Barr street. He had a large 
number of friends and acquaintances in 
the city, and his death will be generally 
regretted, A wife and several children 
survive him.

A Iiaw Suit to Iteeover a iSeciidh ót 
Iiand ih Cass County. 


Mrs. Dr. Wilhoit> of Fountaini Kan., 
claims ah imtferest in 8,100 acies of land 
in Cii.ss, Miami, Wabash, Grant and 
Howard counties, including a portion of 
Peru, and will probably sue to recover 
the same. The history of the case is as 
follows: 
The United States issued to 
John B. Kichardville, principal chief of 
the Miamis, a patent deed under the 
provisions of the tenth af ticiie of the 
treaty between the United States and 
the Miami tribe of Indians, held and 
concluded at the forks of the Wabaäh 
river in Indiana, oh the 28th day of No- 
venjböi-, 1840, and ratified June 7tb, 
184L This government patent convey- 
ed to Chief Bichardville seven sections 
of land in various parts of the several 
CQunties in the original territory ceded 
to the government in the treäty.^ The 
vaiiotis iiibes relinquished their rights 
to the Miami reserve in that treaty for a 
large money consideration—$500,000— 
the individual tracts for chiefs and other 
articles of lesser value. 


On the death ol Chief Bichardville, 
hese seven sections owned by him 
passed into the possession of his child, 
daughter, Catherine, who manied 
another chief, Louis Lafontaine. Seven 
children were b©m to them, when La- 
fontaine died, and shortly afterward 
Catherine, his wife, died also. Catherine 
left a will, by the terms of which the 
ands should not be sold unless found 
necessary to pay expenses. 
Julian 
Benoit was made executor of the will, 
and 
John 
Boach 
was constituted 
guardian of the six minor children, the 
seventh, a son named Louis, being of 
age. Benoit and Boach both resided in 
this city.

BKOOKIIYN, Dec. 10.—At a meeting of 
the single tax club last night, called to 
discuss ballot reform, a letter from ex- 
President Cleveland was read- which 
says: "I beg to assure you of my hearty 
sympathy with the movement. I hope 
New York will soon join with a just 
and useful ballot reform law of her sister 
states already in the field." 


The Weather. 
WASHINGTON, Deo. 10.—For Indiana- 
Bain, followed to-night by clearing 
weather, lower temperature, northwest- 
erly winds. 


THE amount of water passing over 
Niagara Falls varies with the height 
of the river. Prof. W. D. Gunning 
estimates the amount at 18,000,000 
cubic feet per minute. 
Allowing 62^ 
pounds to the cubic foot, this would 
give a total of 562,500 tons per minute, 
or 25,312,500 tons in forty-five minutes, 
of which somewhat more than two- 
thirds passes over the Horseshoe Falls. 
Other estimates place the total amount 
passing over both Falls as high as 100,- 
000,000 tons per hour. 


OF all the instances of man'S inhu- 
manity this is the chief : A man in 
Colchester, England, had a horse which 
he knew to be dying. He knew that 
le could sell its carcass to some people 
who ship such merchandise to Ant- 
werp, and he wanted to get the poor 
animal to the dock wi^out hauling it 
there, so he started to drive it. He 
didn't succeed, for the poor horse fell 
ind expired on the way, but he did 
succeed in getting himself fined forty 
shillings. If t» more flagrant case of 
cruelty is on record anywhere it is not 
rèmembcred. 


THE oldest son of the Czar of Bussia 
has already succeeded in making him- 
self decidedly unpopular with his Ger- 
man cousins. While in Berlin recent- 
ly attending the army maneuvers he 
persisted in addressing the German 
officers in French, although he speaks 
their own language very well. Em- 
peror William was palpably disgusted 
by the manifold gaucheries of his boor- 
ish guest, and treated him with the 
most frigid courtesy. 


DIIBING some maneuvers of the Ger- 
man cavalry at Breig a woman and her 
little boy got in front of a regiment of 
cuirassiers charging at full ¿allop.

Tbk. lecent defalcation in the seir- 
geant-at ams' ofQoe and the consequent 
loss <nr inconvenience to many congress- 
men has been the engrossing questions 
around the house of representatives dur- 
ing the past few days and little thought 
has been given te the course of bnsinees 
in the coming week.

THE CBNSVS TAKERS. 


President Harrison will send to the 
senate, within the next month, the 
names of the supervisors of the eleventh 
census. There will be, in all, of these 
officers, 175. Their nominations are to 
be confirmed by the senate the same as 
other presidential officers. These su- 
pervisors or superintendents will have 
the employment of the enumerators, 
and will manage a very large army of 
men in the field. Those who desire to 
procure employment in the taking of 
the census should make application to 
the supervisors, -as those officers have 
not only supervision of the enumerators, 
but other employment. It is expected 
that members of congress and senators 
will very largely control the appoint- 
ment of enumerators, but private citi- 
zens will have much influence, accord- 
ing to the political power they wield and 
the respectability of their standing. 


The pay of the supervisor, so the law 
says, shall not be less than $500, and 
the pay of the enumerators mil be from 
$3 to $6 per day. 


There is a great deal of general and 
statistical information which enumera- 
tors will be designated to procure, be- 
sides the number and character of inhab- 
itants. There will be information re- 
garding the natural products of the 
ground and manufactories. The period 
of time which the enumerators are ex- 
pected to put into their work is about 
thirty days. The supervisors are ex- 
pected to complete their work within 
seventy-five days. The enumeration is 
to be begun on the first Monday in June 
next, and the enumerators are required 
to make full reports to the supervisors 
on or before the first day of July, al- 
lowing but thirty days in which to 
complete their work.

I thought it might be of some inter- 
est to your readers to hear from an old 
subscriber who chanced to wander to 
this land of perpetual summer. 
' I am at the. St. Mary's hospital with 
my brother, G. W. Hursh, who had his 
leg amputated on the 23d ult., between 
the knee and hip. 
His old friends of 
Fort Wayne will remember thetrouble 
he had with his limb twenty-two years 
ago. This, 
however, had seemingly 
passed away, giving him no trouble un- 
til a few weeks ago, when it attacked 
him at the knee joint, developing in 
blood poison. It took him several days 
to recover from the shock but he is do- 
ing as well now as could be expected. 


The institution that he is in, St. 
Mary's htwpital, is managed by the 
sisters of charity, and the care he re- 
ceives is very skillful while sympathy 
and tenderness are abundant. I feel 
that hereafter I should uncover my 
head while in the presence of these 
Godly women. He has borne up splen- 
didly and although one leg is in the 
grave he is very anxious to get to busi- 
ness again and perform his part in the 
battle of life. Well, as soon as brother 
is out of danger I shall very soon put a 
good many miles between me and the 
shrieks and groans of these poor fellows 
who have lost limbs. One would judge 
from the number of wounded here that 
there had been a naval engagement on 
the bay. 


How about San Francisco? Weill 
don't like it. I have seen more drunk- 
enness since I have been here than in 
all my life before. It seems as if there 
were a saloon every other door and then 
one between. 


How about the weather? Well that is 
beautiful indeed, the yard and lawns 
are green and all dotted over with beau- 
tiful flowers. I shall not attempt to 
describe the country and beautilnl 
scenery until I return home and have 
more leisure.

AJBBAHAM ZlNCOLiPS 
BOOTJACK, 


Among hundreds of historical relics 
in the Libby Prison, Chica^, there are 
few more interesting than Abraham 
Lincoln's bootjack. 
It is a common, 
hardwood, hand-made bootjack, with a 
cross cleat nailed on the under side at 
the foot of the jaws, just like any other 
bootjack. It has a small tuft of sho^ 
brindle hair sticking to one of the jaw 
points. When a boy Mr. Lincoln made 
the bootjack and always used it to pull 
off his boots. It is now stained with 
age and the nail heads are rusting in 
the 
wood. For nearly 
twenty-five 
years it has been reverently kept in a 
glass case, where it was never once pro- 
faned by the touch of vandal hands. It 
is st^ in the case, and has never been 
used for any purpose whatever since 
the days of Lincoln. 
Therefore it 
would interest the world at large to 
know just when and where it was 
that Lincoln threw his bootjack at the 
brindle cat. 


AN ENGLISH 
LANDLORD, 


The Liverpool Mercury relates an 
incident Which shows how some En- 
glish landlords treat their tenants. A 
prosperous farmer, who was desirous of 
purchasing his holding, 
which had 
been occupied by the farmer for three 
generations, waited upon his landlord 
and made known his desire, stating that 
he had saved £800. Out broke the 
landlord: "You have saved £800 on 
my land! You want me to sell it to 
you! I tell you what I'll do; I'll raise 
your rent £100 a year!" And he did. 
The rent was an impossible one. The 
tenant had to be turned out from the 
house in which he was born, and the 
farm was offered for new occupation. It 
had to be let at £50 less rent than was 
actually being paid by the hereditary 
tenant, but all attempts to conclude a 
reasonable agreement on the part of the 
saving farmer were useless.

The recent election in Iowa disdoses 
a new phase in politics, says ÍVank Let' 
Wa Weekly. It shows the strength of 
the railroad vote when massed for or. 
against 
one candidate. It is gen- 
erally conceded that the railroad vote of 
Iowa was almost solidly cast for the 
democratic candidate for governor. 


The railway employes of the state, 
variously estimated at from 30,000 up- 
wards, opposed the republican candi- 
date for governor because the present 
incumbent of that office, Governor Lar- 
rabee, has pursued a véi^^ narrow- 
minded policy in reference to the rail- 
ways. He has made is se uncomfortable 
for them by seeking to reduce their 
traffic rates, that the railways have been 
compelled to trim all expenditures, 
wages included, down to the closest 
point. Bailroad employes who suffered 
by this action could not revenge them 
selves upon the railway companies, be- 
cause the latter themselves were help- 
less to right the wrong, therefore, the 
employes voted against the party held 
to be responsible for the losses they had 
sustained. 


Some time ago, on his return from 
Europe, Mr. Chauncey M. Depew de- 
clared that if political conventions 
sought to array voters against a candi- 
date simply because he was a railroad 
man the 750,000 railway employes in 
the United States would resent this im- 
putation at the polls in a way that 
would not be forgotten. The sagacious 
mind of Mr. Depew foresaw "v^hat has 
apparently come to pass. It is prob- 
able that the railway employes of Iowa, 
remembering Mr. Depew's words, felt 
their true import and promptly took 
their revenge at the polls. 


As a rule, the railroad employe is a 
man of superior intelligence. He meets 
travelers from every part of the land j he 
is interested in public discussions; he is 
wide awake and observant, and generally 
well informed. 
Organized into a co- 
hesive body, ftie railroad employes of 
this country could wield the balance of 
power in almost every state election, and 
even in federal contests.

vember, 1840, and ratified June 7tb, 
1841. This government patent convey- 
ed to Chief Richardville seven sections 
of land in various parts of the several 
counties in the original territory ceded 
to the government in tho treaty.

various tribes relinquished their rights 
to the Miami reserve in that treaty for a 
largo money consideration—§500S000— 
the individual tracts for chiefs and other 
articles of lesser value. 


On the death of Chief Eichardville, 


these seven sections owned by him 
passed into tho possession of his child, 
a daughter, Catherine, who married 
another chief, Louis Lafontaine, Seven 
children were born to them, when La- 
fontaino died, and shortly afterward 
Catherine, his wife, died also. Catherine 
left a will, by the terms of which tho 
lands should not bo sold unless found 
necessary to pay expenses.

—The Local Budget. 


The recent election in Iowa discloses 


a new phase in politics, says Fianl Let- 
'te's Weekly. It shows the btrengtb of 
the railroad vote when massed for or 
against 
one candidate. It is gen- 


erally conceded that, the railroad -sots of 
Iow<i was almost solidly cast for the 
democratic candidate for governor. 


The railway employes of the state, 


variously estimated at from 30,000 up- 
wards., opposed the republican candi- 
date for governor because th«s present 
incumbent of that office, Gov ernor Lar- 
labee, has puisued a very narrow- 
minded policy in reference to the rail- 
ways. He has made is so uncomfortable 
for them by seeking to reduce their 
traffic rates, that the railways have been 
compelled to trim all expenditures, 
wages included, down to the closest 
point. Railroad employes who suffered 
by this action could not revenge them- 
selv es upon the railway companies, be- 
cause the latter themselves were help- 
less to right the wrong, therefore, the 
employes voted against the party held 
to be lebponsible for the losses they had 
sustained. 


Some time ago, on his return from 


Europe, Mr. Chauncey M. Depew de- 
clared that if political conventions 
sought to array voters against a candi- 
date simply because he was a railroad 
man the 750,000 railway employes in 
the United States would resent this im- 
putation at the polls in a way that 
would not be forgotten. The sagacious 
mind of Mr. Depew foresaw what has 
apparently come to pass. 
It is prob- 


able that the railway employes of Iowa, 
lemembenngMi. Depew's words, felt 
their true import and promptly took 
their revenge at the polls. 


As a rale, the railroad employe is a 


man of superior intelligence. He meets 
travelers from every part of the land; he 
is interested in public discussions; he is 
wide awake and observant, and generally 
well informed. 
Organized into a co- 


hesive body, flie railroad employes of 
this country could wield the balance of 
powei in almost every state election, and 
even in federal contests.
